Please review this scheme of things and give me your good counsel. 
I have discovered that if we use the deferment contract number, we 
disclose to a large number of uncleared EK employees (personnel 
in process) the fact that their work is connected with an Air Force 
contract. This fact is best kept from such personnel. 


The letter (if signed at DOD level) does not identify USAF and 
therefore diffuses the specific identity. Additionally, the letter 
received by the uncleared individual will have only a statement 
such as shown in Attachment 4. 


There doesn't appear to be any benefit to a combination since the 
letters in themselves solve the entire problem.

Subjects Requests for Occupational Deferments 


On several past occasions we have discussed the matter of 
EK requesting occupational deferment from Selective Service induction 
for professional and semi=professional personnel with critical skills 
employed on covert programs at EK. As you know, we are not permitted 
to disclose contract numbers, contracting agency or other program- 
descriptive information in our correspondence with Selective Service 
boards. 


In our last conversation, March 1, we reviewed past letters 
which have been written by J, Stewart and R. Berg (see Attachment 1), 
and suggested that perhaps a general letter covering EK's position 
should be written by an appropriate official and addressed to the State 
Director of the New York Selective Service Board. The idea seemed 
acceptable to yous in fact, you thought it preferable, from a security 
viewpoint, to specific letters written by a person such as J, Stewart, 
We have explored this idea further in discussions with a representative 
of the State Director, and have been advised that such a letter would | 
be received favorably and would be given consideration equal to : 
customary reference to program identifiers contract numbers, and con~ | 
tracting officer, Attachment 2, herewith, is a proposed draft of a 
letter which we believe would be adequate, yet preserves current security 
posture, We suggest it should be written by an appropriate high-level 
official in DoD, perhaps a Director or Assistant Secretary briefed on 
EX's role in covert programs, someone overtly disassociated from any 
specific military service or program, We further suggest that the letter 
should be transmitted to EK via a covert channel, then forwarded overtly 
by EK to the State Director under a covering EK letter (see Attachment 


3)« 








Following submission of the letter, as outlined above, EK 
would include a statement (see Attachment ) in each request to a local

board on behalf of an individual applicant. Of course, EK will continue 
to request a deferment only when we believe it is justified by program 
requirements and the national interest. Our records of such requests, 
supplemented by further description of critical circumstances, is 
available for review by your office and any other official cleared for 


covert programs. 


We request your approval of the proposed letters, If 
approved, would you kindly initiate further action to obtain the 
general letter (Attachment 2) for us. We would appreciate having the 
letter prior to the next meeting of the N.Y.S. Selective Service Advisory 


Board meeting scheduled for April 12, 1968.
